The bus route changes 
proposed by the county Of¬ 
fice of Transportation (OT) 
were not popular with citi¬ 
zens attending the city coun¬ 
cil's April 13 public hearing. 
The hearing was the first 
public look at the way the 
county department proposes 
that local bus routes change 
when the northern section of 
the Metrorail Green Line 
opens in December. 

Daphne Quinn, an intern in 
Greenbelt’s Department of Plan¬ 
ning and Community Develop¬ 
ment, described the proposed 
changes. Six routes currently 
serve Greenbelt. If the proposed 
changes are approved, only two 
routes will remain. Another 
route, the C-2, is essentially un¬ 
changed, but will not serve any 
part of Greenbelt other than the 
Metro station. 

The other changes will have 
more effect on Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents (see box). The two express 
buses to the New Carrollton sta¬ 
tion, the R-ll and R-15, will be 
eliminated. The R-12 will be re¬ 
routed to serve three green line 
stations (P-G. Plaza, College 
Park, Greenbelt), and the orange 
line New Carrollton station, in¬ 
stead of the current service to 
orange line stations Addison 
Road and Deanwood. There will 
be changes to the T-15 route and 
the F-6 will no longer serve 
Greenbelt. 

F-6 Changes 

The change to the F-6 route 
was the most unpopular propos¬ 
al at the hearing. It is currently 
used by Greenbelters travelling 
to the University of Maryland 
and by those wanting to travel 
to Silver Spring or to connect 
to other Montgomery County 
routes. Several speakers noted 
that it is the only bus serving 
Greenbelt after 8:36 p.m 

Greenbelt residents who want 
to go to the University of Mary¬ 
land using public transportation 
would have a couple of options 
when the routes change. They 
can go to the Greenbelt Metro 
station and take Metrorail to the 
College Park station, one stop 
away. However, as several speak¬ 
ers pointed out, the College Park 
station is a 20-30 minute walk 
from the main campus of the 
university. Alternately, they 
could take the C-2 bus from the 
Greenbelt Metro station to the 
University of Maryland. How¬

ever, this necessitates a bus-to- 
bus transfer that would likely 
extend the time required for the 
trip. 

While the university's shuttle 
bus also serves Greenbelt, it only 
runs while regular classes are 
in session, with no service dur¬ 
ing the summer or other breaks. 
In addition, it stops running 
around 7 p.m. Only students, 
professors and other University 
employees may use the shuttle. 

Residential Streets 

There was also no support 
voiced in the hearing for the 
transportation department's stat¬ 
ed goal of keeping new routes 
off residential streets. Transpor¬ 
tation Planner Terry Potts told 
the News Review that this policy 
was designed to avoid the citizen 
complaints that frequently arise 
when buses are shifted to new 
roads. However, several speak¬ 
ers felt removing bus service 
from internal city streets would 
reduce ridership by making resi¬ 
dents walk too far to meet a 
bus. 


Particularly hard hit by the 
proposed changes is the Uni¬ 
versity Square/Charlestowne Vil¬ 
lage/Belle Point area. Currently, 
only the F-6 serves this area. 
If the proposed route changes 
are approved, Joanne Carol point¬ 
ed out, residents of that area 
have a choice of trying to cross 
Greenbelt Road at Lakecrest or 
walking around the lake, in the 
dark during winter, to catch a 
bus. 

T-15 

The T-15/il6 route provides 
service from Greenbelt to the 
New Carrollton Metro station, 
with stops at many locations in 
transit. Margaret Simon said the 
only reason she has ever taken 
this bus is for a “scenic tour of 
the county" Fred Gasper and 
Noreen Yoch disputed Metro's 
claim that the route takes 45 
minutes. Both said it generally 
ran closer to one hour and was 
rarely on time. 

Although the new Greenbelt 
station will provide closer access

Council to Look at Cinema 


Cafe; Prepares for Stimulus 

The Greenbelt City Council, at its April 12 regular 
meeting, discussed legislation for the theater, the Lake- 
wood storm drainage project, an ordinance to borrow funds, 
a proposal to spend funds which may become available 
under the President's economic stimulus program and the 
formation of a bicycle task force. 


Theater Legislation 

Councilmember Thomas White 
announced that Governor Schae¬ 
fer is in support of the Green¬ 
belt version of the cinema-cafe 
theater legislation before the 
Maryland General Assembly. This 
bill would authorize the granting 
of alcoholic beverage licenses to 
movie theaters operating with 
a cinema-cafe format as proposed 
for the Greenbelt Theater, sub¬ 
ject to a number of conditions 
proposed by the City Council, 
This item will be considered fur¬ 
ther at the next meeting, (Note: 
The News Review has been ad¬ 
vised by the city staff that this 
bill was enacted by the legisla¬ 
ture. 

Lakewood Project 

Councilman White asked staff 
about the status of the Lake- 


wood storm drainage project 
Daniel Hobbs, City Manager, in¬ 
dicated that negotiations with 
the County Department of En¬ 
vironmental Services were on¬ 
going and that he would provide 
a status report at the next meet¬ 
ing. Mayor Gil Weidenfeld ex¬ 
pressed his concern that this 
project, needed to alleviate ex¬ 
cessive storm water runoff flow¬ 
ing through yards in the Lake- 
wood area, not be forgotten. 

Ordinance to Borrow 
An ordinance to extend the 
length of time funds can tem¬ 
porarily be borrowed to finance 
the cost of special assessment 
improvements at Roosevelt Cen¬ 
ter was presented to the council 
and introduced for first reading. 
With the extension proposed,

COURTHOUSE RISING OFF CHERRYWOOD 


The 180,000 square foot U S. 
Courthouse is about 29 percent 
complete. Pre-cast materials will 
soon be placed over the struc¬ 
tural steel that frames the build¬ 
ing. Later this month, horizon¬ 
tal bands cf natural stone, de¬ 
signed to offset the lighter pre¬ 
cast panels, will be installed. 

The parking deck composed of 
pre-cast fabricated panels has 
already been assembled and rill 
be put in place as soon as the 
weather improves. 

Under the direction of the 
General Services Administration 
the architectural firm of Hell- 
muth, Obata, and Kassabaum 


designed the courthouse and 
CRSS Commercial Group, Inc. 
is assisting with the construc¬ 
tion management of the project. 
The George Hyman Construction 
Company is the contractor for 
the Superstructure Phase. 

When completed in January 
1994, the structure will house the 
Southern Division of the Mary¬ 
land courts. The building will 
contain seven courtrooms: one 
for the senior District Court 
judge, two for the District 
Courts, two for the Magistrates, 
and two for the Bankruptcy 
Courts- The courthouse will hou*e 
approximately 300 employees 
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Missing the Bus 

Metro will be truly missing the bus if it adopts the 
route changes recommended by the county Office of Trans¬ 
portation. By making it more difficult to move from Green- 
belt to other county locations, such as the University of 
Maryland, the changes will further discourage bus travel. 
Soon, only those people with no other transportation op¬ 
tions will take Metro bus, leading to further route reduc¬ 
tions. 

But perhaps the worst fault of the proposal is the lack of 
transportation between Greenbelt and the station. At most 
end-of-the-line stations, the parking lots fill up by 8 a.m. 
With a few short, frequent shuttle runs, Metro could collect 
city commuters and take them directly to the station. By 
providing a convenient service at less cost than the parking 
fee, Metro could increase the parking available for longer 
distance commuters. 

There are a couple of other problems. Why drop the 
loop through Capital Office Park on the T-15 forcing riders 
to go all the way to the Metro station in order to transfer 
to a Laurel bus to get to Ivy Lane or Cherrywood Lane. 
And why is there no bus transportation to bring Greenbelt- 
ters home after 8 pm.? 

We urge the county and WMATA to reexamine their 
proposed changes to better serve the needs of city and 
county residents. 


WllSA's Studio 9

The 
fact that the town was designed 
for healthful family living, fresh 
air, green grass, lots of sunshine, 
safe places for your children to 
play are very valuable things 
that you don’t just find any¬ 
where.”

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Spotlight On the Arts

Marie Tousignant, who has served five terms on the 
Board and several as President, was reelected President at 
the Arts Center’s Annual Meeting on March 28. Tousignant, 
the guiding force behind the Arts Center, has been involved 
in all aspects of its work, from actress to director, organ¬ 
izer of art auction, grants writer, Marquis editor and data 
base coordinator. Steve Blais was elected Vice President. 
He’s been a member of the Board and has professional the¬ 
ater experience in summer stock and founded a Montgomery 
County Drama Festival for high schools. Trix Whitehall 
who is a founding member of the Arts Center was reelected 
Recording Secretary. She has participated in virtually all 
of the Arts Center’s activities and has a role in the current 
production, “Small of My Mind.” Will Larkin was elected 
to serve a second term as Treasurer. 


Also reelected to the Board of 
Directors were: Ashok Ambar- 
dekar, Mary Lou Fisher. Alan 
Freas. Konrad Herling. F a n n 
Kash, Tom Renahan. Dial Sil¬ 
vers, Sandy Smith and Virginia 
Zanner. Joining the Board for 
a first term is Robert Holloway. 
Holloway will take over as Music 
Series producer, replacing Tom 
Renahan who is turning his full¬ 
time attention to the Theater 
Board and responsibilities related 
to the design and support need 
ed for the new theater. Con¬ 
tinuing on the Board are: Bill 
Ayres, Pat Horsman. Frank 
Pearlman and Ken Voigt. 

President*® Report 
Tousignant described the past 
year as one of success and chal¬ 
lenge for the Arts Center. It 
was the year that the Arts 
Center took first place at the 
Maryland One-Act Play Tourna¬ 
ment and also the fourth year 
the group dealt with the challenge 
of being a travelling theater- 
She described the play and mu¬ 
sic series as a string of excel¬ 
lent performances which drew 
substantial audiences. She viewed 
both the performances and the 
operations of the Arts Center 
as improving, but seriously ham¬ 
pered by the lack of a perma¬ 
nent performance site. Wih a 
permanent theater the group 
can perform more ambitious 
plays, involving complex sets 
and lighting. A permanent the¬ 
ater will also permit advance 
publicity and be a central focus 
for performing arts in the com¬ 
munity, she explained. 

Financial Status 
Will Larkin gave the Treas¬ 
urer’s Report. He stated that 
the Arts Center had a $15,000 
development fund for the new 
theater and would be able to 
make a contribution as well this 
year. He said that fund raisers 
had been successful: Art Auc¬ 
tion, Labor Day Booth, and Fes¬ 
tival of Lights concession stand 
raised over $5,000. All perform¬ 
ances ran a deficit, some because 
the sets involved some perma¬ 
nent purchases of equipment and 
others because the expenses were 
greater than revenue gained 
through attendance. When the 
productions take place in facili¬ 
ties with limited space for audi¬ 
ence, the overall revenue is lim¬ 
ited. In addition, arts events 
frequently must be supported 
through fund raisers, grants and 
donations. Membership now 
stands at 150.

GHI Board Ok’s Newsletter 

Committee, Vinyl Siding 

by Sandy Smith 

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) Board of Directors 
approved the establishment of a monthly newsletter at its 
April 8 meeting. The Board set up a subcommittee of Board 
members — Keith Jahoda, Don Comis and Margaret Hogen- 
zen — to draft a charter for a Newsletter Committee and 
agreed to advertise for members to work on the newsletter. 
The newsletter was seen as an effective method of improv¬ 
ing and increasing communication from management and 
the Board to members. 


The Board considered both a 
report from an adhoc committee 
which provided recommenda¬ 
tions for a newsletter and a mi¬ 
nority report It agreed that the 
newsletter would be produced by 
a permanent committee of mem¬ 
bers, staff and no more than 
trwo board members. Material 
published in the newsletter would 
be developed by the Board, man¬ 
agement and staff as well as 
prepared by the committee and 
contributed by members. Infor¬ 
mation submitted by the Board. 
Management, Nominations and 
Elections Committee and the 
Audit Committee would be used 
as submitted (that is, not edit¬ 
ed). This decision was based on 
the policy that no individual com¬ 
mittee should have authority 
over management’s and elected 
Board and Committees* com¬ 
munication to the membership 
The Newsletter Committee 
would be responsible for the con¬ 
tent of the rest of the newsletter. 
Notices will appear in the News 
Review and members will be 
asked to volunteer to serve on 
the Newsletter Commitee. Any¬ 
one interested should contact 
Joan Krob. 

Yard Maintenance Standards 

At two previous meetings, the 
Board discussed the future of 


the yard inspection program and 
enforcement mechanisms for 
dealing with chronic violators 
of the minimum standards- A 
work session was held to exam¬ 
ine slides illustrating a number 
of common conditions through¬ 
out the community. Management 
indicated a need for the follow¬ 
ing next steps: Define the com¬ 
munity standards, identify a fair 
and efficient inspection system, 
and identify a means of enforce¬ 
ment which is reasonable and 
cost effective for both the mem¬ 
bers and the cooperative. 

In response to earlier diffi¬ 
culties in developing a consen¬ 
sus on yard standards, the 
Board had directed staff to re¬ 
write Section IV of the regula¬ 
tions on Care of GHI yards. 
Staff presented a one-page draft 
which gives guidelines on mem¬ 
ber responsibilities and defines 
the standards for upkeep of walk¬ 
ways, yard areas, lawns, trees 
and shrubs, swales, and compost 
piles. 

Board member Carol Levin de¬ 
scribed her concern with the 
process and indicated a need for 
more specific standards in order 
to better educate the member¬ 
ship on the requirements as 
well as to better enforce the 
rules. She asked for more quan¬ 


titative standards, less subjec¬ 
tive and more enforceable. 

The Board then voted to refer 
the yard-care guidelines to the 
Architecture and Environment 
Committee to see if the standards 
could be expanded and made 
more specific and to also refer 
the matter to the Member and 
Community Committee to develop 
a plan to present the standards 
to members and encourage their 
use- 

1992 Audit 

The auditors have completed 
the 1992 audit and will be pre¬ 
senting it to the Board at an 
upcoming meeting. 

Additions and Siding 

After some discussion on set¬ 
ting a precedent for exceptions 
to the standards on size "nd 
height of additions, the Board 
approved an addition to a two- 
bedroom frame house which 
would exceed the size of the 
original unit as well as exceed 
the height. The Board members 
debated this request from a 
number of perspectives but 
eventually decided that this, and 
possibly other future requests, 
should be decided on individual 
merits. The particular setting for 
this addition, backing up to 
woods, and the approval of 
neighbors were considered in 
rendering final approval. 

The Board also approved the 
installation of vinyl siding on 
a single unit of a shingle duplex-

New Drug for AIDS 

People with AIDS and those 
who are infected with HIV can 
now take advantage of an addi¬ 
tional drug through the Mary¬ 
land AIDS Drug Assistance Pro¬ 
gram (MADAP), the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Mental Hy¬ 
giene AIDS Administration has 
announced. 

The new drug, zalcitabine 
(ddC), was added to the MADAP 
formulary through an emergen¬ 
cy regulation, effective for six 
months beginning December 24, 
1992. 

ddC was recently approved by 
the U,S. Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration and is one of three 
drugs which work directly against 
HTV, the virus that causes AIDS 

ddC is expected to be used in 
conjunction with AZT, which was 
the first antiviral drug used to 
slow the progression of HIV dis¬ 
ease. ddC is similar to ACT. and 
may be prescribed for those who 
cannot tolerate AZT.

Wartime Shortages and Rationing

Early 1943—In January, 
the city began to collect tin 
cans on a weekly basis- On 
the first day, 2,300 pounds 
were collected. Cans had to 
be washed, labels removed 
and the ends cut out, then 
flattened and placed out on 
the side of the main street 
by 8:30 in the morning. Col¬ 
lections were not made in the 
parking courts. The cans 
were immediately sold to the 
tin salvage station in Wash¬ 
ington, where earnings were 
sufficient to pay the cost of 
transporting the cans to 
Washington. 

The reliability of future col¬ 
lections was a potential prob¬ 
lem, however, because the city 
faced a manpower shortage, with 
many city positions vacant as 
men went off to war. By the 
second week, collection had 
dropped to 1320 pounds and city 
officials noted that many peo- 
nle had failed to get their can* 
out on time. Rationing of canned 
goods would further reduce the 
amounts collected weekly. 

Scrap Metal Fiasco 

The Greenbelt Gooperator re¬ 
ported that nearly 20 tons of 
scrap metal previously collected 
in a September. 1942 scrap drive 
was still piled in a heap near 
the Greenbelt sewage disposal 
plant in January. 1943. (Note: 
At this time, Greenbelt had its 
own sewage treatment plant 
located where the Maryland 
State Highway District Engi¬ 
neer's Office now is located on 
Kenilworth Avenue.) Only three 
truck loads of the best scrap 
had been removed by a scrap 
dealer under the direction of 
the Prince Georges County Ci¬ 
vilian Defense Council 1 - 

Greenbelt had still not been 
paid for the metal taken and at 
best could expect to be paid $15 
dollars for its scrap. While the 
dealer was supposed to remove 
the rest within a week, the pile 
was still there two weeks later- 
However, in early February the 
scrap dealer finally hauled away 


all the scrap and the Greenbelt 
Civilian Defense Corps netted 
$72. 

Butter Rationing 

With butter in short supply 
and no nationwide plan for ra¬ 
tioning, the Greenbelt Food Store 
implemented its own rationing 
system. Co-op members were is¬ 
sued cards upon which were 
listed the family size and record 
of butter purchases. Consumers 
initially could get one-quarter 
pound for each family member 
up to maximum allotment of one 
pound every seven days. 

Gasoline Shortage 

Greenbelt government em¬ 
ployees would be eligible for 
gasoline rationing “B” books, 
the Prince Georges County Ra¬ 
tioning Board announced. This 
action would force harassed 
Greenbelt commuters into car 
pools, the paper predicted. 

Besides rationing, the Co-op 
Greenbelt Service Station (now 
the Mobil Station on Crescent 
at Centerway) was having prob¬ 
lems getting gasoline delivery. 
In February, 1943 the situation 
got better with the delivery of 
4.000 gallons and the promise 
of a greater quantity of gasoline 
to be allocated to the station 
than in the month before. 

City officials were actively 
working to get better service 
from Capital Transit Co. through 
the Office of Defense Transpor¬ 
tation. Buses ran between Green¬ 
belt and Mount Rainier, where 
riders had to transfer to a street 
car line to get to downtown. 
There, still another transfer 
would probably be necessary. I'he 
bus also connected with the 
street car line on Rhode Island 
Avenue in Berwyn, which also 
ran to Mount Rainier. 

In a letter to the editor, H 
Nelson complained that the bus 
was so crowded he couldn't get 
on it- For that matter, taking 
the street car to Berwyn wasn't 
much better because the bus 
was still crowded when it crossed 
the tracks. 

The Office of Defense Trans¬ 
portation ruled that a person had 
adequate public transportation 
if there was bus or street car 


service within two miles. In 
peace time the standard was one- 
half mile. 

Cold Homes 

Town Manager Roy Braden 
urged residents to conserve heat 
by tightly dosing windows and 
drawing curtains and shades. 
There had already been a 10 
percent cut in fuel oil supplies 
plus delivery problems; another 
10 percent cutback was expect¬ 
ed soon. If residents didn’t con¬ 
serve, he warned, the furnaces 
would have to be turned off 
during some of the daytime 
hours. 

Heat also was being turned 
off at night- For homes and 
apartments, furnaces were turn¬ 
ed off at 8 p.m. and restarted 
at 4 a.m. The school and business 
buildings also were without heat 
during the night- By the end 
of January, Greenbelt had already 
used half of its February allot¬ 
ment- If things did not get bet¬ 
ter, there would net be hot wa¬ 
ter available during the sum¬ 
mer months, Braden advised. 

The Cooperator reported that 
there was no loss of oil when a 
fuel truck ran off Edmonston 
Road at the curve near Good 
Luck Road and overturned. Al¬ 
though the truck was badly dam¬ 
aged, contents were saved, Chief 
of Police George Panagoulis re¬ 
ported. 

The Greenbelt Variety Store 
advertised that there was more 
than one way to keep warm. It 
offered good values for sale in 
inexpensive blankets. For $5.29 
you could get a 25 percent wooL 
50 percent rayon and 25 percent 
cotton blanket in solid colors. 

Used Tires for Sale 

Consumers with the right ra¬ 
tioning certificates could now 
purchase used tires through tire 
dealers. These extra tires had 
been turned in when people 
registered for gasoline. About 
half of the 10 million received 
were unusable except as scrap. 
The remainder, some of which 
had to be first repaired, were 
being routed back to the tire 
dealers for sale to persons hold¬ 
ing certificates.

Of the other candidates I know of so far, I highly recommend that you also 
support and vote for Betty Deitch, Bill Phelan and Wayne Williams. There is 
a great wealth of GHI experience here, and with the four of us on your side, 
you will be assured of the stability and integrity you need and deserve.

Food Rationing 

Greenbelters received their 
second food rationing book at 
the Greenbelt Elementary School 
on February 24, 25 and 26, 1943, 
with A's to I’s appearing on 
Wednesday, J’s to R’s on Thurs¬ 
day and S's to Z’s on Friday. The 
kids got out of school, as the 
teachers had to issue the books. 
Supplies of coffee as of Novem¬ 
ber, 1942 and canned goods sub¬ 
ject to rationing as of February 
21, had to be reported. If you 
had more than one pound of 
coffee for each person over 14, 
or more than five cans per per¬ 
son in the household, you were 
required to declare it. Also it 
was necessary to turn in Ration 
Bock One. 

The rationing system was a 
point system with ration books 
providing point coupons and ra¬ 
tioned goods receiving announced 
point values. Co-op's response to 
rationing was to increase sup¬ 


plies of fresh fruits and vege¬ 
tables. as the ration of canned, 
bottled and dried fruits and 
vegetables under the new point 
system was much more drastic 
than anticipated. 

Even Dixie Cups 

The Greenbelt High School 
Student Council had to take 
drastic action and institute ra¬ 
tioning when the school's allot¬ 
ment of “dixie cups” was re¬ 
duced to 28 dozen a week or 
about one per person. Ration 
cards for one cup a week were 
issued. Since not everyone need¬ 
ed a “dixie cup,” the cards were 
transferable. 

No Take-Home Ice Cream 

In January, ice cream allot¬ 
ment to the Greenbelt Drug 
Store was half of its October 
purchases, or 15 gallons a day, 
and delivery of that amount was 
not guaranteed. Accordingly, ice 
cream sales were limited to only 
“on premises consumption.”

permanent financing can be ar¬ 
ranged at the same time as bonds 
are sold for the community cen¬ 
ter, some time later this year* 
The ordinance will be considered 
for enactment at the next meet¬ 
ing. 

Economic Stimulus Proposals 

Passage by Congress of Presi¬ 
dent Clinton’s economic stimulus 
package would make available 
to Prince Georges County up to 
four million dollars in special 
Community Development Block 
Grant (CDBG) funds. City staff 
submitted a list of six projects 
which might be eligible for the 
special CDBG funds. In order of 
priority, as determined by staff, 
they are: (a) Greenbelt adult 
day care center for $250,875. (b) 
Greenbelt senior activity center 
for $287,950. (c) Springhill Lake 
street and sidewalk projects for 
$135,710, (d) reconstruction of 
Parkway for $120,000, (e) 

Springhill Lake Recreation Cen¬ 
ter- improvements for $50,000 
and f) Springhill Lake Recrea¬ 
tion Center for $146,900- Mayor 
Weidenfeld introduced the pro¬ 
posal. 

In reading the staff proposal, 
Weidenfeld noted that the U-S. 
Senate recessed for Easter with¬ 
out enacting the economic stimu¬ 
lus package and that it is pos¬ 


sible that none of the funding 
will materialize- However, Hobbs 
contended that these projects 
should be approved 'by the coun¬ 
cil for submittal, in the event 
that the economic package was 
adopted. Council agreed and au¬ 
thorized their submittal. 

Bicycle Task Force 

The Advisory Planning Board 
(APB' has recommended to the 
council that a Bicycle Task 
force be established to promote 
bicycling as an environmentally 
sensitive mode of transportation 
and recreation and to plan for 
such bicycling issues as safety, 
education, laws and enforcement, 
commuting, trails and parking. 
Council member Antoinette Bram 
moved that additional advice be 
obtained from the Parks and 
Recreation Advisory Board 
(PR1AB). She recommended de¬ 
ferring any action on the pro¬ 
posal until the board's comments 
were obtained. 

Weidenfeld questioned wheth¬ 
er the task force, once estab¬ 
lished, would consist of a sepa¬ 
rate group or be subgroup of 
PRAB. Hobbs responded that 
there are many people in the 
community with expertise on 
bicycling who should be given 
the opportunity to participate 
in this decision. APB Chair J. 
Davis thanked the council for 
taking this matter under consid¬ 
eration, Bram's motion was 
adopted.

to Metrorail, Gasper said that 
service to the New Carrollton 
station is still needed. People 
who work along the orange line 
in downtown Washington would 
have to change trains twice, since 
the Green Line will dead end 
at the Fort Totten station. Each 
transfer, Gasper noted, increases 
the length of the trip. 

Getting to the Station 

Under the proposed plan, there 
will be just two bus routes con¬ 
necting different parts of the 
city with the Metrorail station. 
The T-15 will take residents from 
eastern and central Greenbelt 
to the station. Springhill Lake 
and Greenbelt East residents can 
take the R-12. The T-15 and R-12 
buses will each run every half 
hour during rush hour, and hour¬ 
ly during nonpeak hours. 

Quinn told the News Review 
that the county proposal is based 
upcn their current ridership 
counts, which do not justify in¬ 
creased service. Several speak¬ 
ers at the hearing disputed these 
counts as too low. Noreen Yoch 
charged that they were taken 
during Christmas week, when 
ridership was unusually low- 

Several speakers called for fre¬ 
quent, direct shuttle service to 
the Greenbelt and New Carroll¬ 
ton Metro stations. Given the 
relatively short times required

to travel the area by car, the 
speakers were generally unwill¬ 
ing to take long bus rides to get 
to the station. None of the pro¬ 
posed routes go directly from 
Greenbelt East or the core of 
town to the Metro station via 
Kenilworth Avenue and Cherry- 
hill Lane. Instead, they travel 
down Greenbelt Road to Spring- 
hill Lake or Beltway Plaza and 
then the station. 

As part of the aid to munici¬ 
palities program, the Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission is conducting 
a study of possible shuttle ser¬ 
vice. However, this study is re¬ 
lated to service by local govern¬ 
ment, not by Metro. 

Increased Service 

If the route changes are ap¬ 
proved. Greenbelters will have 
access via connections at the rail 
station to bus routes serving 
more areas of the county, such 
as Laurel. Several speakers ap¬ 
preciated this option* 

Next Steps 

. According to Greenbelt’s Di¬ 
rector of Planning and Commun¬ 
ity Development Celia Wilson, 
the Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority (WMA- 
TA) will hold two public hear¬ 
ings on the plan in mid- to late 
May By early fall, the WMATA 
board will receive its staff's final 
recommendations, which it may 
modify before approving. The 
new routes will go into service 
by December 11 when the north¬ 
ern section of the Green Line 
opens. 

Wilson said that WMATA will 
review the routes in mid-1994 
to see if additional changes are 
needed. 

At the end of the hearing. 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld urged 
those present to attend the 
WMATA hearings to make their 
concerns heard. The city will sug- 
gust Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School as the site of one of the 
hearings. The other will be held 
at a location inside the Beltway,
